A contrast bath ts simply a rapid 


change from very hot water to very 
cold water. In the case of the foot, 
t can be carried out either by bavinr 
two pails, one with hot and one with 
cold water, or In turnlngr the water 
'nto a bathtub, first very hot, then 
running It out. and then running- the 
cold In. The actual technique !• a* 
'ollows: 


The only apparatus needed 1* m 


pan of hot water, a pan of Ice water 
and two bath towels. The hot towel 
s wrapped around the painful Joint 
and allowed to remain for about SO 
seconds. Then the Ice towel la ap- 
plied In the same manner. Thin 1* 
repeated for 20 minutes and ehould 
be done two or three times a day. 
If the involvement Is Inytfe handa, 
they are simply ImmersednMfhepani 
alternately. If the feet a?£ the site 
of pain, deep pans or buckets should 
be ua«d to Insure covering- above tb* 
ankle joint.
